DEATH WAS INSTANTANEOUS, 


An@ Dr. McDonald Thinks Electricity 
Should Be Used in Capital Punishment. 
Avsany, N. Y., July 8.—Dr. Carlos F. 

McDonald, who conducted the execution and 

autopsies of the four murderers at Sing Sing 

yesterday, arrived here last night. He de- 
clined to give out his autopsy notes to a re- 
porter, saying: 

“T have not got them in shape, and Dr. 


Ward and I have yet to make microscopicak 


examinations. The results will be written out 
and sent to the warden at Sing Sing, and he 
will file them, probably, with the prison super- 
intendent. The execution was a success, and 
I believe we have found the proper mode of 
capital punishment, as it is to continue in this 
state.”’ 

Dr. McDonald said: ‘There were too many 
witnesses. It would be better to have only a 
few scientific men present. Dr. Ward and 
myself were the official physicians, and will 
make the death report. Ishould like to tell 
you more, but my allegiance to the warden 
forbids. I can say that I believe death was in- 
stantaneous.’’ 

THE BODY OF SMILER SCARRED. 

New York, July 8.—The body of Murderer 
Harris A. Smiler was brought to this city this 
afternoon by Undertaker Hulberg. The body 
had been claimed by Smiler’s widow, the 
woman he married and deserted for the woman 
whom he afterwards murdered. Throe or four 
hundred people were gathered to witness the 
arrival of the body. By previousarrangement 
with the undertaker an Evening World re- 
porter was in waiting at the rooms to see the 
body of the executed murderer. 

The coffin was taken into the basement by 
the undertaker’s assistants, and the lid was 
quickly taken off, exposing the dead man’s 
face. The reporter stood close by and was 
horrified at the sight that met his eyes. 

Smiler’s face had been burned and seamed 
by the electric fluid until it presented the ap- 
pearance of having been broiled. The hair on 
the front of the head,of the mustache and eye- 
brows had been singed and burned off. The 
face was furrowed and scarred as though with

Pressing closer to see the dead face plainer, 
the reporter attracted the attention of the 
undertaker’s assistants, and they seized him 
by the shoulders and compelled him to leave 
the place before any other portion of the body 
was exposed. 

To repeated requests to be allowed to see the 
body, the reporter wasinformed that no one 
but the undertaker and his assistants would 
be permitted to see it until it had been fully 
prepared for hurial. It was learned, through 
one of the undertaker’s assistants, that 
Smiler’s left leg was burned to the bone 
through the calf. The eyes were badly burned, 
though the eyeball was not destroyed. 

THE BURIAL OF THE BODIES. 

Sina Sina, July 8.—The bodies of the other 
three murderers were buried this afternoon. 
No services were held in the prison nor at the 
grave. Noone was allowed to be present ex- 
cept the officials poe cong for duty. The 
bodies were buried pefectly nude in quick 
limein a plain box. Quick lime will be 
spread under the box and over the box so that 
everything will soon be destroyed and noth- 
ing will remain of them.

A POLICBMAN KILLED. 


He Clubbed a Boy, Whieh Caused a Row— 
The Policeman Shot Down. 
CuaTTANooaa, Tenn., July 8.—[Special.]— 
Policeman James Looney is in trouble. On 
July 3d, he arrested James Martin, a white 
boy, for shooting a@ firecracker, and while tak- 
ing the boy to the city jail, unnecessarily used 
the club until the boy’s head was blooay and 
sore. Looney had no grounds on which to 
rosecute Martin, and he was turned loose. 
ney is now under bond for felonious assault 
and battery, and a numerously signed petition 
was presented to the police commission for his 
removal from the force. 
LOONEY KILLED. 
At 6:30 o’clock p. m. Zack Muncey, who was 
a friend of the boy Martin, arrested by Looney, 
was met in front of the saloon, 606 Market 
street, by Looney, who attacked Muncey. 
Muncey is a cripple, but is known as a pretty 
reckless fellow, and always ready to shoot. 
Looney pushed Muncey in the stairway and 
was pounding him when some one pulled Loo- 
ney off. Muncey got upand ran in the saloon. 
Looney followed and struck Muncey twice 
again, when Muncey pulled his gun and fired, 
the first shot striking Looney in the forehead, 
above the right eye. The shot produced death. 
Four other shots were fired by Muncey 
without effect. Looney died in five minutes. 
Muncey was immediately arrested and is now 
in jail.» Three eye witnesses will swear it was a 
pure case of self-defense on Muncey’s part, and 
the only thing he will probably have to an- 
swer to will be for carrying concealed weapons.

EDITOR M’CLURE SAYS GREAT IGNO- 
RANCE 18 DISPLAYED 


IN THE DISPATCH T0 HAMLIN’S ‘WIDOW. 


Why Andrew Johnson was Selected for Vice 
President by Lincoln—Afraid of Re- 
cognition of the Confederacy. 


PuILapernia, July 8.—The following edl- | 


torial of Colonel McCiare will appear in to 
morrow’s Times: 

The ignorance displayed by John G. Nicolay in 
his public telegram to the widow of ex~- Vice Pres- 
ident Hamlin, is equaled only by his arrogance in 
assuming to speak for Abraham Lincoln in mat 
ters about which Nicolay was never consulted, and 
of which he had no more knowledge than any 
other routine clerk about the white house. I de 
not regret that Nicolay has rushed intoa dispute 
that must lead to the clear establishment of the 
exact truth as to the defeat of Hamlin in 1864. It 
will surely greatly impair, if not destroy, Nicolay*s 
hitherto generally accepted claim to accuracy 48 
the biographer of Lincoln, but he can complam of 
none but himself. 

I saw Abraham Lincoln at all hours of the day 
and night during his presidential service, and hé 
has himself abundantly testified to the trust that 
existed between us. Having had direction of his 
battle in a pivotal state of the union, he doubtless 
accorded me more credit than I merited as only 
sucbesses in politics and war is success; and the 
fact that I never sought or desired honors OF 
profits from his administration and never @m- 
barrassed him with exactions of any kind, made 
our relations the most grateful memories of my 
life. 

In all of the many grave political emergencies 
arising from the new and often appalling duties 
imposed by the internecine war, I was one of those 
called to the inner councils of Abraham Lincoln. 
He distrusted his own judgment in politics and 
was ever careful to gather the best counsel from 
all varied shades of opinion and interest to guide 
him in his conclusions; and there were not only 
scores of confidential conferences in the, white 
house, of which John G. Nicolay never heard, but 
no man ever met or heard of John G, Nicolay in 
such counsels. 

The editorial then says Nicolay was a good 
mechanical clerk, but utterly inefficient as 

resident’s secretary. President Lincoln, 

icolay says, but never Abraham Lincoln. 
Nicolay’s biography is invaluable as to 
Lincoln’s public acts, but every line of private 
biography has unpardonable errors. 

Continuing, the editorial says: 

I now repeat that in obedience to a telegraphic 
request from President Lincoln, I visited him at 
the white house the day before the meeting of the 
Baltimore convention of 1864. At that interview 


Mr. Lincoln earnestly explained why the nomina- § 


tion of a well-known southern man like Andrew, 
Johnson, who had been a congressman, governor 
and senator by favor of his state, would not only. 
nationalize the republican party and government, 
but would —— lessen the grave peril of rec- 
ognition of the confederacy by England and 
France. He believed that the election to the vice ~ 
residency of a representative statesman from the 
insurgent state that had been restored ta 
the union would “disarm the enemies of 
the republic abroad and remove the ‘load 
of sectionalism from the vernment 
that seemed to a, hinder peace. No intima- 
tion, no trace of prejudice against Mr. Hamlin wag 
exhibited, aud I well knew that no such considera- 
tion could have influenced Mr. Lincoln in such an 


emergency. Had he believed Mr. Hamlin to be a F 
man who could best promote the great work oe Vest oe 
ve as

SOURCE OF SALTON LAKE. 


Report of the Party Sent Out by the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad. 


Los ANGELES, Cal., July 8.—The party 
sent out by the Southern Pacific from Ogilbie 
last week to find the source of Salton lake 
have returned. The report received at the 
railroad office last night says: ‘‘The water 
leaves Colorado river at a point eight miles 
from E) Rio, and flows through several chan- 
nels from four to six feet deep and from thirty 
to sixty feet wide. It flows westward alon 
the sand hills on the line of the old overlan 
stage at this station, making a stream one hun- 
dred yards wide or more, and 
having a velocity of four miles an hour and 
gaining. It was too deep to get the depth, 
but the old slough at this point was formerly 
twenty feet deep. This is about thirty-five 
miles from the river. We followed the stream 
two miles further in the direction of the 
Indian wells. The water isallthe way from 
half a mile to two miles wide, and from two 
to four feet deep, having a velocity of two 
miles an hour. The main channel extends 
fifty-two miles from the Colorado river. This 
is the point where it enters the desert Yor 
Salton. The old stage route, with the ex- 
ception of five or six miles, is all covered with 
water. This settled the question of the water 
supply conclusively as from the Colorado river.

Burkhardt’s Establishment With Its Stock 
Reduced to Ashes—A Canadian Con- 
vent Ablaze—Stables Barned. 


Orrcinnatt, July 8.—Fire broke out to- 
night in the great building occupied by A. E. 
Burkhardt & Co., manufactarers and whole- 
sale and retail dealers in furs and fur goods. 
The building is at the southeast corner of 
Elm and Fourth streets. It is the property of 
William A. Goodman, banker and financier; 
was seventy-five feet wide on Fourth street 
and extended back 150 feet. The building is 
Heatly now and cost over two hundred 
thousand dollars. Burkhardt added $90,000 in 
interior adornment within the last two years. 

Burkhardt valued the stock in the burned 
building at between six and seven hundred 
thousand dollars. In addition to his own 
immense stock, he stores great quantities of 
valuable furs for citizens every summer, and 
these furs are all in the burning building. He 
knows nothing. about his insurance at the 
Present moment, butitis his habit to insure 
well. Goodman, the owner of the building, is 
also a good insurer.

This 
morning the sheriff levied on the stock of 
goods sold by Strauss & Co., on the suit of the 
Merchants’ and |Planters’ National bank, this 
city, and Lichtenstein & Son, New York, on 
claims aggregating $5,500. Strauss & Co. 
were indebted to the late firm of Moses Bros. 
in the sum of $21,000, and today the trustees 
of the suspended bank joined with a number 
of Strauss & Co’s. creditors in filing a 
bill in chancery to declare the transfer of the 
goods to the senior Strauss illegal, and praying 
the appointment of areceiver of the property 
to dispose of it forthe equal benefit of all 
creditors. The sheriff holds the goods.

ZANZIBAR, July 8.—The sultan of Zanzibar

AvausTa, Ga., July 8.—[Special.]—The 
most mysterious killing that ever occurred in 
Augusta happened today. Mr. Julius Neilsen, 
& young man twenty-two years old, who came 
here five: months ago direct from Denmark, 
and who was working for the Augusta Brew- 
ery Company, was found dead in bed at 6 
o’clock this morning. He boarded with Mr. 
J. H. Meurer, a Frenchman, at 510 McKinnie 
street. Mr. Meurer went into Neilsen’s room 
to wake him up to gotowork. Failing to re- 
ceive an answer to his call, Mr. Meurer went 
to Neilsen’s bedside and felt of him, and he 
was stiff and cold in death. He was lying on 
his stomach with his pants and shirt on, in his 
stocking feet, with no bed covering on. His 
head was hanging over the foot of the bed, and 
his eyes were wide open and glaring. Three 
Germans, who workedin the brewery with 
Neilsen, slept in the same room with him. 

Mr. Meurer woke Klein and Henry Rippe. 
two of the Germans, and told them Neilsen 
was dead. They laughed at the remark, think- 
ing the old man was joking them, and they 
were indeed surprised when they found out 
Meurer spoke the truth. Henry Deutch, the 
third German who lived in the same room, got 
up at 5 o’clock and went to work, and he says 
when he was dressing Neilson got up and 
walked out in the back yard. Meurer imme- 
diately sent word to the police of the sudden 
death of his boarder, and he was instructed | 
not to allow the body to be moved or disturbed 
until the coronér arrived. 

This afternoon Coroner Clark went to 
Meurer’s place to hold the inquest. The body 
was turned over on the back to be examined, 
and then the horribie discovery was made that 
Neilson had been stabbed five times in thé 
stomach under his right elbow, in bed. Con- 
stable Radford found the bone-handled dirk. 
Each stab was from two to three inches dee. 

At once the theory was advanced how 
could the man have killed himself lying on 
his stomach, the dirk under his arm. There 
was hardly any blood on the bed. Another 
strange thing was that the men who slept in 
the same room did not hear any noise, and did 
not know when Neilson was stabbed. The 
case of the dirk was found in a trunk by Chief 
Hood, and this strengthens the theory that he 
suicided. Neilson has been sick and com- 
plaining for several days, and being alone in 
the city, without friends or relatives, it is 
generally supposed that he became despondent 
and determined to end his life. He hasa 
brother, Hans Neilson, who lives at Eastman. 


MURDERED BY A NEGRO. 


The Slaughter of a Savannah Policeman 
by a Rowdy. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., July 8.—[Special.]—Police- 
man Clayton was shot fatally this afternoon 
by Philip Green, a negro. Green attempted 
to shoot Policeman Neidlinger, who got. the 
drop on him first and killed him instantly. 
Green was one of a party of negroes who 
were fighting among themselves and shooting in 
a baron South Broad street. Clayton ran up to 
stop the firing, when he was shot down. Clay- 
ton was from South Carolina, was about forty- 
five years old, and had been on the force here 


for several years.

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MACON IS WIDENING HER MELON 
TERRITORY. 


A Shipment Sent to Liverpool by Mr. wW.s3. 


Sparks—The Kolb Gem to Create 
a Sensation in England. 


Macon, Ga., July 8.—[Special.]—Georgia is 
certainly in it as far as the melon business 
goes. 

She does not stop with circulating her 
products of this luscious fruit all over the 
United States, but she is experimenting in 
sending melons to Europe. 

The first melons sent across the Atlantic 
were shipped by Mr. W. B. Sparks, of Macon, 
and the Bedingfield Bros., the shipment con- 
sisting of two crates of the finest Kolb Gem 
melons. These will go by rail to New York 
and thence to Naylor, Wilson & Co., Liver- 
pool, England, by steamer. 

Mr. Danfel H. Thompson, of Houston 
county, is the proud raiser of these fine melons 
which will go so far away and will 
so well advertise Georgia. The average 
weight of the melons sent is forty 
pounds, but one unusually fine one, forty- 
seven pounds in weight, will be sent to the 
royal purveyor for the table of the queen with 
the compliments of Bedingfield Bros. and the 
Suwanee River route. 

This ‘is absolutely the first shipment of 
melons to Europe directly from the melon 
patches of the glorious south, and the success 
of the enterprise will be noted with great 
interest. 

The northern cities of Europe sometimes 
receive melons from Spain, but they are 
all very small and would be considered no 
melons at allin America. This is a great 
enterprise, because if London, Liverpool and 
Paris should receive the fine, large southern 
melons which Georgians are accustomed to, 
the Spanish melons would not stand any show 
at all beside them, not only because they are 
small and not very sweet, but also because it 
is impossible for the Spaniards to make a crop 
before August on account of the climate and 
the nature of the soil. 

It is hoped that this experimental shipment 
will cause a demand for Georgia melons in 
Europe, and if it does, the Europeans will re- 
ceive the fruit early in June and until late in 
August,

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UP GOES GAS. 


How Macon Is to Suffer from the Advance in 
the Coal Rates. 


Macon, Ga. July 8— Spectal. When! 
someftime ago the railways made a great rise 
in their rates on coal, the people of Macon | 
seemed to think that it was only a small mat- : 
ter and not worthy of their consideration, but 
they were mistaken. The gas burners of this 
city are bound to feel the etfects of this action 
on the part of the railways. 

It has been feared that an advance in the 
price of gas would soon be made, and to learn 
if the reports concerning it were true a Con- 
STITUTION correspondent called on Captain 
W. A. Jeter, of the Macon Gaslight and 
Water Company of Macon. The captain in 
2 etng to the question “‘How about gas?’’ re- 
plied: 

‘Yes, unless we can get our freight charges 
reduced we will be compelled to advance the 
charges for gas 25 centsathousand. You may 
be sure that we do not want to take this step. 
The classifications of our freights are put 
above those of other manufacturers, and we 
have to therefore pay a much higher rate than 
other manufactories which burn coal.”’ 

“The proposed advance, then, isdue en- 
tirely to advanced freight rates?’”’ 

“Entirely. We don’t intend to advance 
rates if the legislature gets freight rates back 
to theirold basis, or if we can get proper classi- 
fication. We use an enormous amount of coal 
in pumping water and making gas, and the in- 
creased cost due to a higher freight is more 
than we can carry. I earnestly hope freights 
will be put back again, for nothing is more an- 
noying to us than to be compelled to adyance 
our charges for gas.”’ 


WATER TALK. 


The Ocmulgee River Must Soon Furnish 
Macon’s Supply. 

Macon, Ga., July 8.—[Special.]—The hy- 
draulic engineers are hard at work trying to 
ascertain where they can procure the best and 
most abundant water supply for the city. 7 

It looks very much now asif the Ocmulgee 
river will be the place they select. 

Macon is so peculiarly situated that itis 
hard to find a source from which enough pure 
water can be obtained, and certain it is that 
Macon will use none but pure water. 

City Engineer Hendricks and Engineer 
Benjamin 8. Church, of New York, are work- 
ing together every day, and are poring over 
hydrographic charts and maps of local water 
courses, but they have not as yet perfected 
their plans, and are not ready to makea re- 


port. 

The result of their investigations means 
quite a good deal to the people of Macon, and 
on account of its great moment, their steps 
will necessarily be slow and cautious. 

It is tolerably well known, however, that 
Mr. Church’s opinion is that the Ocmulgee 
river is the only source upon which Macon 
can rely positively for aconstant water su 

ly, and as itis easy to get at, it will probably 
decided upon asthe future source of Ma- 
con’s water. 

Of course the water is muddy, but when the 
mud is taken out of it there is no 
better or more wholesome water to be 
found anywhere. 

There are other water sources around Macon, 
but for a m reasons they will not be 
thought of. When the hot weather comes it 
is impossible to get a sufficient supply from the 
springs of the city, and ifit were the cost of 
a itin it would be so great as to cause 

issatisfaction among the consumers, and for 
these reasons it is most probable that Macon 
will hereafter be supplied with filtered Ocmul- 
gee river water.

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THE INSURANCE BILL| 


NAC SA Te SLOSS CR oe 
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VIGOROUSLY DEFENDED BY A COr- 
TON MAN. 


Why Cheap Insurance Is Safe in New York. 
Some Figures from the New 
York Report. 


The following communication has been re- 
ceived from a cotton man in Rome: : 

Eprron ConsTrruTion—A tract has recently 
appeared, inviting a candid and serious consider- 
ation of the facts in the case, before any action 
tnimical to the Southeastern Tariff Association is 
taken by the Georgia legislature. This tract has 
been placed before every member of the house 
and senate. In it certain facts and figures at 
command of the writer are marshalled to show 
that there is little profit in the business—none to 
many companies; that Georgia is favored above 
other states in the matter of rates; that foreign 
companies have lost money in the state for eight 
years past, and that Georgia companies have 
made large profits. All these things go tu show 
that the tariff association is the author of all our 
benefits, and must be continued in order that we 
may have insurance “both cheap and safe.” 

The pedigree of this tract is not known. 
It may proceed from some fair-minded, 
disinterested citizen, or from some special 
pleader for the association. But, accepting 
in good faith the invitation to investigate, we 
gain some light on the subject by consulting the 
thirty-first and thirty-second annual reports of 
the superintendent of the insurance department 
of New York. L 

We find in these reports that “safe and cheap” 
insurance may be had in another way, viz: By 
cutting down the rates inside New York state and 
putting them elsewhere, thereby making outsiders 
pay for carrying their risks. A large outside rate 
would be fair and equitable, provided it were in- 
creased only by so much as the risks are more 
hazardous. But one of the leading companies re- 
ports the percentage of loss outside the state as 
66 per cent greater than in the state, while the « 
rate charged outside the state was 250 per cent 
greater. This is a good thing for the 
New Yorkers, and shows that they are not 
without cheap and safe insurance. How 
much Georgia contributed to provide this 
for them, and how far the tariff associations in 
this and other states makes such things possible 
is not shown 1n the report. 

Another prominent New York company shows 
that its gross premiumsin that state were 29 per 
cent of the total preminms received, while the net 
premiums in the state of New York (after deduct- 
ing the losses) were only 14 per cent of the total 
net premiums, although the risks written in that 
state were 33 per cent of the whole amount of risks 
taken. From which the painful inference is 
plain, that the proportion of loss was greater and 
the rates were less, in New York state, than in 
Georgia and other states where we try to reduce 
our rates and increase our safety by means of 
tariff associations. The statement further shows 
that the percentage of gross profits agin the risks 
written was three times as great outside the state 
of New York asin it, and that had’ the company 
demanded no more profit in Georgia and elsewhere 
than they did in New York, the rates would have 
been lower by 73 per cent. Had we not better 
take a few lessons from the New Yorkers 
in the art of getting cheap and safe insurance 
without a tariff association? 

This latter company shows, for the year 1889, 
gross protits $1,824,000, after paying losses. But 
of this the stockholders received only $300,000, the 
remainder being expended for—commissions and 
salaries $1,227,000, other payments $297,000. 

It seems that the stockholder cuts but a sorry 
figure, with his paltry 10 per cent dividend,in this 
division of spoils (unless he be also an agent or 
officer.) He gets scarcely more than the mysteri- 
ous personage called “other payments,” and not 
one-third so much as the officers and agents, who 
are the real nabobs of the concern. 

We find, therefore, that when the stockholders 
get nothing, that does not mean that the carcass 
is no longer worth picking. Possibly this is why 
those companies can lose money for eight years in 
Georgia, and still be seeking the business! 

Astothe “financial ability” referred to in the 
tract, there is no question of it. Any set of 
men who can take three millions of capital and 
make it earn 10 per cent and get paid a million 
and a quarter for the service, are financially able 
beyond doubt. Andthis is only the cost of the 
werk, the cost of the fires having been paid and 
deducted first from the gross receipts. 

Now as to cheap insurance. The rates of New 
England are not more than one-fifth to one-half of 
the very best rates made here. A large portion 
of these are made by the safest companies in the 
world, the New England Manufacturers’ Mutual, 
and these pay a sufficient force of competent men 
and meet all their losses, showing a net total rate 
on all, of about one-quarter of one per cent., while 
similar risks in Georgia range from 14 per cent. 
to 244 per cent, Now, we should willingly pay the 
cost of losses, and service, and moderate profits, 
but not more. Can the tariff association bring 
about such reduction? For ten years of its opera- 
tion, rates have heavily increased, and are now 
far higher than before it was formed. 

The writer of that tract gives to the association 
credit for greatly improving the risks in 
Georgia. They have beenimproved. But risks 
in every growing section have improved. Did 
the association do this also? And are Georgia 
and the other states under its domination so 
lacking in the spirit of the time that some out- 
side power must be had to make them better their 
condition? Had we not better try to scuffle along 
without such benefactors? RATE PAYER.

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LENGTHY CONFERENCE OF THE

VIGOROUSLY DEFENDED BY A Cor- 
TON MAN. 


Why Cheap Insurance Is Safe in New York. 
Some Figures from the New 
York Report. 


The following communication has been re- 
ceived from a cotton man in Rome: 

Eprron ConsriruTion—A tract has recently 
appeared, inviting a candid and serious consider- 
ation of the facts in the case, before any action 
tmimical to the Southeastern Tariff Association is 
taken by the Georgia legislature. This tract has 
been placed before every member of the house 
and senate. In it certain facts and figures at 
command of the writer are marshaied to show 
that there is little profit in the business—none to 
many companies; that Georgia is favored above 
other states in the matter of rates; that foreign 
companies have lost money in the state for eight 
years past, and that Georgia companies have 
made large profits. All these things go tu show 
that the tariff association is the author or all our 
benefits, and must be continued in order that we 
may have insurance “both cheap and safe.” 

The pedigree of this tract is not known. 
It may proceed from some fair-minded, 
disinterested citizen, or from 
pleader for the association. But, accepting 
in good faith the invitation to investigate, we 
gain some light on the subject by consulting the 
thirty-first and thirty-second annual reports of 
the superintendent of the insurance department 
of New York. 

We find in these reports that “safe and cheap” 
insurance may be had in another way, viz: By 
cutting down the rates inside New York state and 
putting them elsewhere, thereby making outsiders 
pay for carrying their risks. A large outside rate 
would be fair and equitable, provided it were in- 
creased only by so much as the risks are more 
hazardous. But one of the leading companies re- 
ports the percentage of loss outside the state as 


66 per cent greater than in the state, while the « 


rate charged outside the state was 250 per cent 
greater. This is a good thing for the 
New Yorkers, and shows that they are not 
without cheap and safe insurance. How 
much Georgia contributed to provide this 
for them, and how far the tariff associations in 
this and other states makes such things possible 
is not shown 1n the report. 

Another prominent New York company shows 
that its gross premiumsin that state were 29 per 
cent of the total preminms received, while the net 
premiums in the state of New York (after deduct- 
ing the losses) were only 14 per cent of the total 
net premiums, although the risks written in that 
state were 33 per cent of the whole amount of risks 
taken. From which the painful inference is 
plain, that the proportion of loss was greater and 
the rates were less, in New York state, than in 
Georgia and other states where we try to reduce 
our rates and increase our satety by means of 
tariff associations. The statement further shows 
that the percentage of gross profits upon the risks 
written was three times as great outside the state 
of New York as in it, and that had’ the company 
demanded no more profit in Georgia and elsewhere 
than they did in New York, the rates would have 
been lower by 73 per cent. Had we not better 
take a few lessons from the New Yorkeis 
in the art of getting cheap and safe insurance 
without a tariff association? 

This latter company shows, for the year 1889, 
gross profits $1,824,000, after paying losses. But 
of this the stockholders received only $300,000, the 
remainder being expended for—commissions and 
salaries $1,227,000, other payments $297,000. 

It seems that the stockholder cuts but a sorry 
figure, with his paltry 10 per cent dividend,in this 
division of spoils (unless he be also an agent or 
officer.) He gets scarcely more than the mysteri- 
ous personage called ‘other payments,” and not 
one-third so much as the officers and agents, who 
are the real nabobs of the concern. 

We find, therefore, that when the stockholders 
get nothing, that does not mean that the carcass 
is no longer worth picking. Possibly this is why 
those companies can lose money for eight years in 
Georgia, and still be seeking the business! 

Astothe “financial ability’’ referred to in the 
tract, there is no question of it. Any set of 
men who can take three millions of capital and 
make it earn 10 per cent and get paid a million 
and a quarter for the service, are financially able 
beyond doubt. And this is only the cost of the 
werk, the cost of the fires having been paid and 
deducted first from the gross receipts. 

Now as to cheap insurance. The rates of New 
England are not more than one-fifth to one-half of 
the very best rates made here. A large portion 
of these are made by the safest companies in the 
world, the New England Manufacturers’ Mutual, 
and these pay a sufficient force of competent men 
and meet all their losses, showing a net total rate 
on all, of about one-quarter of one per cent., while 
similar risks in Georgia range from 114 per cent. 
to 244 percent, Now, we should willingly pay the 
cost of losses, and service, and moderate profits, 
but not more. Can the tariff association bring 
about such reduction? For ten years of its opera- 
tion, rates have heavily increased, and are now 
far higher than before it was formed. 

The writer of that tract gives to the association 
credit for greatly improving the risks in 
Georgia. They have beenimproved. But risks 
in every growing section have improved. Did 
the association do this also? And are Georgia 
and the other states under its domination so 
lacking in the spirit of the time that some out- 
side power must be had to make them better their 


condition? Had we not better try to scuffle along 
without such benefactors? RATE PAYER.

The General Assembly and the Rail- 
roads. 

“In view of the popular clamor that 
has been aroused all over the state by 
the extortionate rate on coal that has 
been levied on the people by the rail- 
roads, it was not only natural, but in- 
_evitable, that Governor Northen should 
make some reference to the matter in 
his message to the legislature at its ad- 
journed session. 

In a few -conservative, but emphatic 
paragraphs, embodying two communica- 
tions from the chairman of the commis- 
sion, the governor describes the situation 
as it exists, and suggests that the gen- 
eral assembly make careful investigation 
and take decisive action. 

The situation is such that neither the 
people, the governor, nor the legislature 
could afford to ignore it. “A large 
number of the most important roads in 
the state,’ says Governor Northen, 
“Shave come under one management. 
They have interstate connections, and, 
being owned largely for speculative pur- 
poses, and not for the permanent devel- 
opment of the state, the interests of the 
state demand that the people shall be 
protected against unjust and oppressive 
rates.”’ ; 

This covers the situation, and the duty 
of the legislature is as important as it 
is imperative. First, there should be, as 
Governor Northen suggests, a careful and 
painstaking investigation which shall go 
over the whole. ground impartially and 
judiciously—an investigation in which the 
views, suggestions and experiences of the 
merchants and manufacturers should be 
sought. Then a remedy should be sought 
—not a remedy in the direction of retal- 
jation, nor one which will have the 
effect of crippling the roads or of mak- 
ing their service less efficient, but a 
remedy which will give the people jus- 
tice, and indicate the sovereign powers 
of the state within her own domain. 

The general assembly should proceed 
with wisdom, justice and moderation, 
The transportation companies are not the 
accidents of legislation, but are the re- 
sults of a definite policy of internal im- 
provement and progress. The accident 
is in the ill-advised and temporary man- 
agement, which has no policy beyond 
the filling of its pockets, whether the 
people are hurt or helped. This fact 
should be borne in mind by the mem- 
bers of the legislature. They should 
proceed without haste and without irrita- 
tion to give a fuller and firmer expres- 
sion and direction to the railroad policy 
of the state, to the end that the people 
may be protected against the rapacity of 
narrow-minded and nearsighted managers, 
~“and that the railroads may be compelled 
Sto contribute, fairly and justly, to the 
permanent development of the state, 

With these ends in view the legisla- 
ture cannot go wrong. 


A Little Political Gossip. 

The Courier-Journal, after presenting 
‘ome possible democratic tickets, headed. by 
Mr. Cleveland, remarks: ‘‘All this, with the 
understanding that New York is solid for 
Mr. Cleveland. In the event that it is not, 
and that, in consequence, we shall have to 
leave New York out and seek a candidate 

elsewhere, we must come west.’’ 

The west is undoubtedly a good place to 
go to for presidential timber, as the repub- 
licans have demonstrated on several nota- 
ble occasions, but there are other possibili- 
ties in the neighborhood of New York which 
the esteemed Courier-Journal ought by all 
means to consider. 

It is possible, for instance, that the state 
of New York, instead of being solid for Mr. 
Cleveland, may be solid for some other New 
York man. In such an event would Editor 
Watterson then advise the democrats to go 
west? Ifso, why? 

Does the remark of The Courier-Journal, 
which we have quoted, bear any definite re- 

. lation to the tremendous effort now making 
to convince the south that New England is 
solid for Mr. Cleveland, and to assure New 
England that the south is unanimous for the 
ex-president? The Boston Herald is in- 
- clined to complain because the republican 
monometallists of New England are display- 
ing some hesitation in helping on the Cleve- 
land boom, and it goes far enough into this 
delicate subject to inform these monometal- 
lists that they have considerable interest in 
helping on the renomination of Mr. Cleveland, 
giving asa reason that Governor Hill or 
some other free silver man may be nomi- 
nated and elected. 


parts, and it will perhaps be a 

desire to have him renominated, they should 
go about itin a perfectly straightforward 
way, and cease to play New England against 
the south and the south against New Eng- 
land. They should come right out and say: 
‘‘We know that Mr. Cleveland’s opposition 
to the free coinage of silver is not demo- 
cratic; we know that it is not genuinely 
American; we know that it is an important 
part of the republican creed; but what does 
that matter to you? We want him renomi- 
nated becanse we are opposed to free coin- 
age ourselves. Why not do us proud in this 
matter?’’ 

This would not only be the truth, but it 
would have the beauty of simplicity. It is 
a much better way than the bungling effort 
to convince New England democrats that 
the south is solid for Mr. Cleveland. 


In South Carolina and Elsewhere. 

The Charleston News and Courer indulges 
in the following unusually plain talk con- 
cerning two of the greatest evils in South 
Carolina: 

The “whisky evil” and “the pistol evil” are the 
twin curses of the state. It ig time for the peacea- 
ble and orderly and law-loving people of the state 
to move earnestly and together, and effectively to 
restrict or suppréss them. A thousand ruined 
homes bear testimony already to the results of our 
continued neglect of duty in this matter, and the 
number increases yearly,;weekly, almost daily. If 
there is any cure for such a condition it should be 
foundand applied. If there be none we should 
cease to stultify ourselves by inviting strangers to 
settle among us and share our lot. They will not 
come. ‘No man’s life is safe in South Carolina,” 
is a saying that is current among us. It is current 
elsewhere, 

We must prevent crime or punish it if we 
would be a prosperous people. No community or 
state can thrive where homicides are the rule and 
hangings the rare exception. 

This is strong language, but the provoca- 
tion justifies it. The other day in Kershaw 
county a party of ladies and gentlemen were 
enjoying themselves at a picnic. While they 
were thus engaged the two Kelly brothers 
made their appearance under the influence 
of liquor, and behaved so offensively that 
Messrs. J. D. Shaw and R. A. Baskins tried 
toinduce them to leave, and walked off 
with them with that intention. After they 
had gone about fifty yards the Kellys 
turned on Shaw and Baskins and stabbed 
them to death in the presence of the ladies 
for whose protection they had interfered. 
The News aad Courier says: 

This, in brief, is the story of the crime, and a 
shocking crime it was. No comment is needed to 
emphasize its ugly features. It was an unpro- 
voked, cowardly murder, and no excuse whatever 
can be offered in behalf of the murderers except 
that ‘they were drunk.’’ They were not so drunk, 
indeed, as to hinder one of them from “running 
fast” and securing a gun from a neighboring 
house with which to menace his pursuers, but 
they had been drinking hard, and their crime was 
the result of their drinking. Had they been sober 
they would have been guiltless of blood today. 
Whisky has made murderers Of them, has caused 
them to destroy two innocent lives, to bring grief 
and wretchedness into their own homes and the 
homes of their victims, and distress and shame 
upon the whole community in which they lived. 
This is one plain lesson of their crime, which, 
familiar though it be, cannot be too strongly im- 
pressed upon the mind of the people of every com- 
munity in South Carolina, It has been repeated 
so often that it cannot be longer ignored. 

The storyand its lessons should be im- 
pressed upon the minds of the people in 
every state in the union, as well as in South 
Carolina. If the whisky and concealed 
weapon evils are ‘‘the twin curses’’ of South 
Carolina, so they are in Georgia, and in New 
York, and in Illinois. They are confined to 
no particular locality, north or south. 

Crimes of this class shock the public be- 
cause they are so utterly without palliation, 
and because every man realizes that he is in 
daily and hourly danger of losing his life in 
the same manner, at the whim of any half- 
boozy individual whom he may chance to 
meet. 

Our contemporary says despairingly that 
if there is any cure for such a condition it 
should be found and applied. Undoubtedly, 
but what is the cure? Hanging does not 
stop murder; penalties and prohibition do 
not suppress drunkenness, and fines and 
imprisonment do not stop the carrying of 
concealed weapons. All these preventives 
have been tried, but something more is 
needed. There is only one remedy, and 
that is to educate public opinion up to a 
point that. will cause men to abandon the 
habits of intemperance and pistol-toting. It 
will be said that some men will defy public 
opinion. This isa mistake. They will not 
defy it when it is solid enough to be a power 
in the land. Sixty years ago gentlemen in 
England were all the time fighting duels, 
killing each other on the field of honor for 
imaginary or real insults. They never fight 
duels now, and yet they are just as hot- 
blooded as they were two generations ago. 
What has caused the change? Public 
opinion. Beginning with the court circle, 
society, from the highest down to the 
lowest, followed the course advocated 
by royalty, the pulpit and the 
press, and decreed perpetual social 
ostracism for the duelist, if he succeeed in 
escaping the clutches of the law. That 
stopped dueling. .No custom could live 
with such a determined sentiment against it. 

Now, if it is possible to so educate public 
opinion that it will completely wipe out 
dueling, it is possible to educate and 
solidify it to an extent that will keep men 
from getting drunk or carrying deadly con- 
cealed weapons. We have no court circle, 
but our pulpit, press and leading people in 
every community can wield their combined 
influence in a way that cannot be resisted 
or defied. When we reinforce our laws 
with this powerful moral backing the 
whisky and pistol problems will be solved, 
and not before. 


A Possible Explorer. 

One of THE CONSTITUTION’s readers, a 
young man at Crystal Springs, Miss., makes 
rather a startling proposition. He writes: 

Ihave a wild, foolish inclination to make a trip 
around the world without a cent. That is, to 
start without a cent, but work, buy and sell on 
the: way, and thus partly pay expenses. I am 
confident that 1 can make the trip, and would 
like to try it with some one else. Will you please 
let me know if any one has ever tried or made 
such a trip? Do you think that some news- 
paper would offer a premium, provided the trip 
was made? In your opinion, after the trip was 


made, could one make anything out of it by way 
of writing or lecturing? 


Our correspondent evidently has- pluck, 
but he proposes to take too many risks. 
The chances are that being friendless and 
moneyless. he would get into trouble in 
strange lands. In many places he would 
find it impossible to obtain work, and if he 
attempted to beg or beat his way he would 
be locked up. It is true that a few ad- 
venturous tourists have succeeded in seeing 
the world when they had very little money 
to start with, but they spoke several lan-

aged to travel at very little expense. Bayard 
Taylor, for instance, on his first trip to 
Europe, lived on $6 a week from The New 
York Tribune for his letters. 
The traveler will find that some money is 
absolutely indispensable. If he is well edu- 


cated and able to turn his hand to almost 


anything, he might make his way through 
Central America and South America with 
very little trouble, but he would find it very 
difficult in Europe. 

It is not likely that any newspaper would 
offer anything to an unknown man for such 
a trip, but our correspondent may rest as- 
sured that if he travels around the world, or 
through any country, and sees anything 
worth writing about, he will find news- 
papers that will pay for his articles if he 
knows how to dress his matter attractively. 

Our young friend may be a possible ex- 
plorer. He may yet rival Taylor or Stan- 
ley, but as we said before the chances are 
against him.

A country correspondent asks The New 
York Sun if ‘a bright young man may yet 
indulge a hope of making a fortune in New 
York.’’ The Sun answersthat he may, 
most assuredly; that these times are unusu- 
ally hopeful times for him; and that there 
are in New York thousands of young men 
who are on their way to Yortune, and who 
have every prospect of growing rich. 

‘Some of them,’’ The Sun goes on to 
say, ‘‘are making money in business—all 
kinds of business—wholesale and retail. 
Some of them are making it in real estate, 
by judicious transactions. Some are making 
itin manufacturing industries, which are 
numerous and extensive in New York, 
Some are making itin the building trades, 
which are always active here. Some are 
making it in the practice of law, some in 
the profession of medicine, and others in 
many other avocations, Sure itis that a 
young man, a sensible, practical, enterpris- 
ing, intelligent and honest young man, may 
indulge the hope of winning a fortune in 
New York.”’ 

What is true of New York is true of At- 
lanta, and of every busy and growing com- 
munity. In all departments of business 
there never was a greater demand for young 
men of ability and character than there is 
today. There is an idea abroad—a vague 
one to be sure, but solemnly insisted on— 
that all the avenues to success and fortune 
are agercrowded by young men. Toa cer- 
tain extent this is true, but the clock that 
strikes the time of day also strikes the 
average. Young men who lack pluck, en- 
durance, ability and character are falling to 
the rear every hour in order to make room 
for the young men who possess the qualities 
that command snccess, and there isa great 
and growing demand in every department of 
business and in all the professions for young 
men who have within them the elements of 
success. 

Especially is this true of the south, where 
the old dreams of progress and wealth have 
become new possibilities, and it is truer 
here, perhaps, than in any other part of the 
country. Hundreds of young men in Geor- 
gia have demonstrated that success can be 
won on soil that was abandoned before the 
war. They have made of farming a busi- 
ness, and have applied to it the methods 
that belong to business, | 

The conditions, both in town and country, 
are such that it is almost impossible for a 
young man with ability and the serious 
views of life, that go by the name of char- 
acter, to fail of success, 


The Farmer and the Machine, 

A Rhode Island farmer writes to The 
Rural New Yorkerthat one of the chief 
causes of depression among agriculturists in 
the east is competition with improved im- 
plements. 

The eastern farmer is trying with hand 
labor to compete against steam power in the 
west, A New England farmer ona small 
scale cannot hope to compete with a western 
farmer who applies machinery to vast tracts 
of land. 

But suppose the small eastern farmer goes 
ahead and buys a portable engine and 
thresher, a harvesting machine, a planter, 
etc., what then? The expenditure will 
simply bankrupt him. It will be more than 
his business can afford, and yet he cannot 
do without machinery. 

In some localities the problem has been 
solved by young men who make a specialty 
of certain kinds of work. They buy the 
improved implements or machinery, become 
expert in their use, and go from farm to 
farm with them. Their experience enables 
them to do better work than the farmer who 
only uses these labor-saving devicesa few 
daysinthe year. Perhaps this is the best 
thing thatcan be: done in small farming 
sections. Something of the sort will have 
to be tried or the agriculturists with farms 
ranging from twenty to a hundred acres will 
be unable to hold their own with their 
western competitors who cultivate farms of 
thousands of acres with the potential aid of 
steam power. 

The struggle between the man and the 
machine seems to be making itself felt in

A Practieal Suggestion, 

Mr. John T. Dennis, who is not only a 
successful business man, but one of the 
most successful farmers of Putnam county, 
suggests a plan which will make the contri- 
butions of the south to the national demo- 
cratic campaign fund more liberal than they 
have been heretofore, and give them the 
additional value of timeliness. 

Mr. Dennis’s plar, which we find set forth 
in The Eatonton Messenger,fhas the merit of 
simplicity, and is thoroughly practical.

By this 
plan a much larger amount, Mr. Dennis 
thinks, would be raised in the south. Each

: It Passes the House but Fails in 
the Senate. 


THE RAILROADS AND THE PEOPLE. 


- The Legislature Will See that the 
People Get Their Rights. 


The house started off with a rush yester- 
day. 
When 10 o'clock came a great many spec- 


> tators had assembled in the gallery, and the 


members were nearly ailat their desks. It 
was known that the military encampment 
matter would come up early, and great in- 
terest was felt in it. 

As the hands pointed to 10, Speaker How- 
ell said: 

' The house will be in order,” and instantly 
_ there was absolute quiet everywhere. 

The chaplain then offered a prayer. 

At the conclusion of the prayer by the 
chaplain, Speaker Howell said that in wel- 
coming the members back to the capitol it 
was the hope of the speaker that the as- 
sociation between the members, and the 
intercourse between the speaker and the 
house, would be as pleasant at this session 
as during the winter session. This house, 
“he said, had been a business house, and it 
“would continue to be a business house, and 
anything that could be done by the speaker 
to expedite business would be done with 
pleasure. 

The clerk was ordered to call the roll, and 


.. when that was done two members were sworn 
+ in. 


They were Hon. W. J. Harrison, of 
Twiggs, who was elected to fillthe vacancy 
caused by the death of Hon. E. 8S. Griffin, and 
Hon. William Jennings, of Terrell, who was 
eick during the last session, and unable to at- 
tend. The oath was administered by Justice 
Simmons, of the supreme court. 

Two resolutions were offered by Mr. Calvin, 
of Richmond. One fixed the hours at which 
- the house would sit at from 9 o’clock a. m. to 
1 p. m., and the other provided for the calling 
of the roll for the introduction of new matter 
on the days named in the rules of the house. 
Both these resolutions were agreed to. 

The Military Encampment. 

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, introduced a 
resolution authorizing the governor to use 
part of next year’s appropriation in finishing 
out the fourth week of the military encamp- 
ment for this year. 

The resolution was as follows: 

Whereas, The piers assembly of Georgia at 
the fall session of 189@ appropriated the sum of 
$50,000, $25,000 for the year 1891 and $25,000 for the 

ear 1892, to be used in maintaining the military 

orces of the state; and 

Whereas, The troops were ordered into camp at 
Chickamauga in four divisions for one week each, 


beginning June 16, 1891; and 

Whereas. At the expiration of the third week 
— available funds were ina large measure ex- 
hausted by reason of the unexpectedly large at- 
tendance, and asufticiency of funds did not remain 
to meet the fourth week’s expenses, and orders 
already issued to the fourth division had to be 
revoked to await the action of the general as- 
sembly; and 

Whereas, Equal consideration should be shown 
¢40-ali the troepe of the state, and the meney can 
be spent to better advantage now after the camp 
arrangements have been made ; 

Resolved by the house, the senate concurring, 
That the governor is authorized to continue the 
encampment during one week. beginning Tues- 
day. July 14, 1891, and to draw upon the appropri- 
ation for 1892 for such sum as may be necessary to 
meet any deficiency in the funds of the present 
year, and to make such arrangements as may be 
mecessary to secure the cash money as needed. 


Mr. Fleming spoke very earnestly in favor 
of his resolution. He said it was a matter of 
justice to the troops who were ordered into 
camp on the fourth week. Those troops had 
been drilling and making other preparations 
for weeks and months. They had gone to 
great expense, paying for their uniforms, their 
blankets, and even buying their provisions. 
They were in no way responsible for the 
failure to keep the encampment. ex- 
penses within the twenty-five thousand dollars 
appropriated and it would be unjust to them 
to compel them tosuffer. Three-fourths of 
the state troops had had the benefit and unless 
the resolution was passed one-fourth would be 

denied the benefit. It was expected that the 
- fompanies would not muster more than thirty 
tothe company, but they had gone stronger 
than was expected, causing the increased ex- 
penditure and the deficiency. The land com- 
pany at Chickamauga had subscribed $5,000 
on the idea that the encampment would last 
four weeks and the state was morally bound to 
_ keep it going four weeks. But the point he 
made was the matter of justice to the troops. 
Mr. Fleming said that $1,000 would go further 
this year than $1,500 would go next year. It 
had been charged that the encampment was a 
- frolic. Mr. Fleming said that a special train 
would be provided to take the members of the

Ellington suggested that the resolution 
required a constitutional majority of twenty- 
three in its favor. The chair so decided and 
declared the resolution lost. 

. . WILL BE RECONSIDERED. 

A motion to reconsider will be made this 
morning, which a majority can carry. It is 
hoped to gain one vote, which, with that of 
President Mitchell, would make the necessary 
twenty-three to pass the resolution. 


To Investigate the Railroads. 

The .policy of the railroads in increasing 
freight rates led to the introduction in the 
senate yesterday by Mr. Warren, of the 
eighteenth, of the following resolution: 

Resolved by the senate, tbe house concurring, 
That a committee of three from the senate and 
five from the house be appointed fo investigate 
the freight charges of the railroads of the state of 
Georgia, and report if they be excessive. 


Mr. Terrell, of the thirty-sixth, moved that™ 


the resolution be referred to the committee on 
railroads. He said he was in favor of the 
scope of the resolution, and it was in the right 
direction, but the matter was very compre- 
hensive and he thought the subject should re- 
ceive the careful attention of the railroad 


committee. 

The chair suggested that the resolution be 
passed and then referred. Mr. Terrell said its 
passage would take it out of the hands of the 
senate and it would have to go to the house, 
The question was then put and the resolution 
was referred without objection. 

Mr. Warren was afterwards asked if the 
reference was acceptable to him. He said it 
was, that he had consulted with Mr. Terrell] 
and that the reference accomplished the object 
he had in view, which was merely to make a 
start and give the committee something to go 
upon and an eppapentty to take decided 
action at an early date. a 


Other Matters in the House. 

In the house, after the encampment reso- 
jution had been disposed of, Mr. Atkinson, of 
Coweta, offered a resolution to amend the 
rules so as to provide twenty members on the 
committee on redistricting the state. The 
resolution was referred, reported favorably 
and passed. 

Mr. Berner offered a bill fixing the special 
tax on various businesses not now subject to 
tax. 

The house was notified of the passage of a 
resolution by the senate to notify the governor 
that the general assembly was in session. The 
resolution was concurred in, and the speaker 
appointed as members of the committee on 
the part of the honse, Messrs. Martin, of Ful 
ton; Twitty, of Jackson; Camp, Jones, and 
Johnson, of Appling. 

A message from the governor was received 
and read. It is reported elsewhere. 

Mr. Calvin offered a resolution that the state 
of Georgia receive the direct tax money and 
receipt for it. 

He also introduced a resolution appropriat- 
ing $2,500 to pay an agent of the state to per- 
form certain work in receiving this money. 
These resolutions were referred to the finance 
committee.

When President Mitchéll called the senate 
together for the adjourned session at 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning, he confronted forty sen- 
ators andan empty gallery. The absentees 
were Senator Irvine, of the forty-second; 
O’Neal, of the eighth, and Zachry, of the 


. thirty-fourth. Mr. Irvine is detained at home 


by sickness in his family, and leave of ab- 
sence was granted him until Monday next. 
Colonel Zachry‘has not yet sufficiently recov- 
ered from his recent accident to be in his seat. 
After the Rev, John Jones had offered prayer, 
President Mitchell spoke as follows: 

“Senators, I congratulate you upon your 
prompt attendance, and extend to you a warm 
personal greeting. Erecting for ourselves the 
high standard of enacting only such laws as 
are founded in the wisdom of experience, the 
justice of upright motives and the moderation 
of mature statesmanship, let us bring to bear 
our best efforts to maintain it. 

‘*May the God of our fathers enable us to 
faithfully serve the people whom we have the 
honor and responsibility of representing. 

‘Senators, I ask no more, but crave from 
you this session the same generous in- 
dulgence in the performance of my 
official duties so cheerfully extended 
at our former session. The secretary will now 
proceed with the roll call, the first business in 
order.’’ 

Mr. Ellington, of the twehty-ninth, intro- 
duced a bill to incorporate the Bank of Thom- 
son, and Mr. Nunnally, of the twenty-seventh, 
offered bills to incorporate the Bank of Social 
Circle and the Bank of Jug Tavern—to the 
committee on banks. A feature of these bills 
was that minors were permitted to make de- 
posits in their own names and check out the 
same in like manner. Mr. Nunnally also in- 
troduced a bill to incorporate the Alcovy and 
Northern railroad, from Alcovy, in Newton 
county, to Jersey, in Walton county—to the 
committee on railroads. 

Mr. Terrell, of the thirty-sixth, introduced 
a bill to amend section 1676 of the code so as 
to increase the personal liability of stockhold- 
ers in private corporations ei by the 
superior court by making them liable, in addi- 
tion to their present liability, in an amount 
equal to the par value of their stock, the in- 
tent being to put all such stockholders on a 
footing with stockholders in banks—to the 
general judiciary. The same senator offered 
@ joint resolution to amend paragraph 1, sec- 
tion 2, article 7, of the constitution, so as to 
authorize the legislature to levy a graduated 
income tax—to the finance committee. 
The resolution was not intended by Mr. 
Terrell as a committal of the legislature 
to the tax sought to be provided for, but 
was designed solely to vest the power 
in the legislature which it might or might not 
use in the future as it saw fit. 

Mr. Todd, of the thirty-fifth, introduced a 
bill to prohibit the manufacture or sale of 
liquor within four miles of Level Creek church, 
in Gwinnett county. 

Seats on the floor were tendered Messrs. B. 
D. Evans, of Washington; W. M. Fulcher, of 
Burke; and John T. West, on motion of 
Senators Culver, Callaway and Ellington re- 
spectively. 

Senators Terrell, Lanierand Nunnally were 
appointed a committee of three to join a com- 
mittee of five representatives to notify the gov- 
ernor that the general assembly was ready to 
receive any communications. 

Major J. W. Warren, secretary of the execu- 
tive department, presented the governor’s 
message, the reading of which, on motion of 
Mr. Beck, of the twenty-sixth, was dispensed 
with and 300 copies ordered printed for the use 
of the senate. 

The senate adjourned at 12:20 until 10 
o’clock this morning, and until otherwise 
ordered daily sessions will begin at 10 o’clock 
and continue not later than 1 o’clock.

Speaking of the work, Mrs. Easterlin said: 
“The purpose of the mission is simple, and 
yet its very simplicity commends it to the 
public. Itis to furnish a cup of cold water 
to the poor wherever they 
be, when the case demands it, 
and to the indigent old to whom it may bring 
much comfort. 

“The usual method adopted is to purchase 
tickets and furnish them w those whom the 
mission wishes to supply, but in some cases 
where the person is unable to send forit, the 
members have it sent to them. 

“In Charleston, during the winter months, 
soup is supplied by the mission, and in this 
way interest in the work is kept up. 

‘Sickness among those who are dependent 
upon their daily Jabor for their bread 
always renders it hard for them to procure the 
bare necessities of life. Ice, which would so 
much relieve those who are ill, is out of the 
question. All such cases the Ice Mission will 
endeavor to look after.’’ 

The ladies who will engage in this work 
hope to obtain assistance from charitable cit- 
izens, and ‘trust that asa small amount will 
furnish much relief, they will never be short 
of the required funds. They propose to put up 
contribution boxes at public places throughout 
the city, into which a penny dropped will sup- 
ply a cold drink of water tosome one whom it 
will benefit.

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EROADS’ SIDE OF TRE 
QUESTION. 


The East Tennessee and the Passenger 
Association—Raliroad Matters in 
General—Sam Webb. 


There are two sides to every issue. 

Railroads and railroad troubles not ex- 
cepted. 

In the present instance reference is made to 
the demand of the oil and paint dealers that 
the railroads change their rules in regard to 
the shipment of these goods. 

Their demand, it will be remembered, was 
in the form of a petition to the railroad com- 
mission made several days ago and signed by 
all the paint and oil dealers in the city. 

Here is the railroad side of the case. 

“For over three years past,” said a well- 
known railroad man, yesterday, “it has been 
an established rule with southern railroads to 
shipjoils in small lots, only on one particular 
day in each week. 

“On northern and eastern roads such a rule 

s been existence for the past fifteen years. 

**You see, this isan absolute necessity, for 
several reasons. In the first place, it does not 
apply to carload lots, only to small shipments. 
All the roads ship carload lots of oils or paints 


. whenever they are received. 


**But as to these small lots, the class which 
has called forth this demand. Oil, as you 
must know, is a very leakable article, and also 
has a very strong tendency to affect everything 
near it by its own peculiar odor. For these 
reasons we cannot shipitin cars with other 
general merchandise. See the point? 

‘*‘Well, not being an article that can be 
shipped along with other freight, we are com- 
pelled to ship oil in separate cars. Now 
there is not enough oil shipped to justify the 
ranning of oil cars every day—we couldn’t af- 
ford to do this for ahalf dozen or less number 
of pieces, So the roads all got together and 
set separate days aside on which oil is handled. 

“Each road has a different day, which 1s a 
convenience to the oil merchants, as it allows 
them ample opportunity to get their goods out 
for shipment.” 

The merchants claim that they and their 
customers are inconvenienced by this method 
of shipment, and the difference between them 
has become a matter for the. railroad commis- 


sion. 
It Is a “ Mulhatton.” 


After all that has been said about the with- 
drawal of the East Tennessee from the South- 
ern Passenger Association, it seems that it is 
hard for some to be convinced that such is the 
fact. 

Yesterday morning The Macon Telegraph, 
as well as The Jacksonville Times-Union and 


‘other papers, printed announcements that the 


East Tennesste was still inthe association, 
with the intimation that it would stay there. 
Here is what The Macon Telegraph says: 

The East Tennessee, Virginia and ‘Georgia is 
still in the Southern Passenger Association, hav- 
ing extended the time until about August Ist. It 
is expected that in the meantime the matter will 
come up for adjustment before the meeting of the 
managers of the Southern Passenger _Associa- 
tion. ‘ 

If the East Tennessee is still in nobody 
here who certainly ought to be posted 
knows it. 

Commissioner Slaughter stated positively 
yesterday that the East Tennessee was no 
longer a member of the Southern Passenger 
Association. 

Mr. C. N. Kight, assistant general passen- 
ger agent of the East Tennessee, was asked if 
any extension of time had been given.

When the stock of railroad corporations is held 
by citizens of this state, or those who are imme- 
diately and personally interested in the develop- 
ment of the state’s resources, very much might be 
properly.left to such corporations themselves, be- 
cause of interdenendent or mutual relations, If 
it should be true that the railroads of the state 
are, in any large or controlling measure, owned 
‘wad operated by persons not identified with the 
interests of this state,then the protits become 
merely speculative. Any road beginning and ter- 
minating inside the state's limits, must depend ab- 
tolutely for its maintenance upon the development 
of resources along its line. The management, 
therefore, cannot afford to ignore or destroy these 
Weal interests. The moment the corporation is 
extended across the border it finds other resources 
andother business connections outside the state, 
and, under our interstate laws, puts itself beyond 
the authority of the state’s control, and in a posi- 
tion to make demands for freight rates that are 
Bnjust, burdensome and oppressive. 

The situation is especially to be considered, the 
more the roads of the state are brought under one 
and the same control and ownership, having the 
effect “to defeat or lessen competition in their 
fespective business or to encourage monopoly.”

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BRUNSWICK AND SAVANNAH. 


The fwo Seaports Will Probably Have a 
Congressional District Each. 


It may be considered as pretty well sett!ed 


that the seacoast counties will have two con- 
gressiona] districts, and that Savannah will be 
in one and Brunswick in the other, and the 
Altamaha river will be the dividing line. 

Mr. Dunwody, of Glynn, was asked what he 
thought about it, and said: 

‘Beyond all question there should be two 
districts and the Altamaha should be the di- 
viding line. The general government is com- 
mitted to improvements at Savannah, and 
when there is only one district the congress 
man of course finds it difficult to get 
appropriations for Brunswick and the river 
points. If we have two districts 
each congressman works for his own district, 
and the result will, of course, be more satis- 
factory. We have nothing against Savannah, 
and are glad that that city can get appropria- 
tions, but we think it would be much better to 
have two districts for the seaports. This is a 
matter of practical importance, and I hope to 
see the legislature look at it as I do.”’ 

Mr. Ryals, of Chatham, when asked for his 
opinion, said: 

“The people of Brunswick and that section 
have always wanted a district of their own. 
They seem tothink their interests would be 
better served, and I believe itis best to help 
them get it. 1 think the future of Savannah is 
assured, and we do not desire to in any way re- 
tard the growth and prosperity of Brunswick.

Hon. William Clifton, of Chatham, is in 
favor of the two districts.

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, July 8.—There wasa bullish feeling in 
the wheat pit at the opening today. Liverpool cables 
reported prices firm and higher. The weather map 
showed rains in a considerable portion of the wheat 
belt, where the harvest isin progress. The story of 
the alleged farmers’ combinatiou to hold back wheat 
for a big price aided in stimulating buying. When 
prices began to sag Bradstreet’s report, showing a de- 
crease of 1,500,000 bushels in the Rocky mountain re- 
gion, gave a new bull impetus. A denial of the far- 
mers’ combination report and clearing weather broke 
the price 4c, though this was partly recovered. 

Corn was strong and higher during the early part of 
the session, influenced by continued cold weather 

nd the fear of more manipulation by the bull clique. 
The interest centered in September, which started at 
53i4c and finally sold up %c. For a time there was very 
little offered, and the shorts were uneasy. Later, how- 
ever, selling became free, but as the most urgent buy- 
ers had got what they wanted the demand became 
slack and prices weakened, closing at the lowest point. 

Oats were unsettled for July, being strong early in 
sympathy with corn and then weak. The day’s re- 
ceipts were only about half as large as they had been 
stated, which strengthened the market during the last 
hour. 

Provisions were dull and weak on large receipts of 
hogs and a decline of 5c at the stockyards. Trade was 
very slow. Prices dragged in sympathy with the grains, 
but it quickly disappeared, and a dull and dragging 
market followed.
